This is our twentieth annual report to the citizens of 
the Town of Royalton on State payments in your munici- 
pality of various types of assistance and welfare during 
1955. 


The total number of recipients in the State has remain- 
ed reasonably stable for four years. The number aided in 
the Totally and Permanently Disabled program has contin- 
ued to increase. Old Age Assistance and Blind Assistance 
caseloads have declined. The impact of the Social Security 
Insurance programs have not been fully realized in Ver- 
mont but will be a continuing factor in the reduction of 
caseloads as an increasing number of our people attain a 
fully insured status. At the present time less than fifty 
per cent of the aged population in Vermont, sixty-five years 
or over, are entitled to Social Security benefits. The towns 
and cities participated financially in two of the programs 
as indicated below. Administrative expenses for the four 
types of Public Assistance have always been among the 
lowest in the nation.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Board of School Directors and Citizens of Royalton: 


This report is for the school year ending June 30, 1955, 
and is a part of the report of the Board of School Directors 
required by law. 

The village elementary school was maintained for 170 
days. Two hundred thirty-six pupils were enrolled, four of 
whom were non-residents. The average daily attendance 
of resident pupils were 210.18. Tuition was paid for one 
elementary school pupil attending school out of town. The 
average cost per pupil for elementary schools was $191.97. 
One hundred thirty-nine elementary school pupils were 
transported at an average annual cost of $57.57. 

The eight-teacher four-year senior high school was 
maintained for 175 days. There were one hundred twenty- 
eight pupils, of whom 62 were residents of the town. The 
average daily attendance of resident high school pupils was

59. High School tuition was paid for two resident pupils 
attending High School outside the Town. The average cost 
per pupil in the High School was $289.55. The percentage 
of attendance for all pupils both in the elementary school 
and in the High School was 94.6%. 

Two hundred forty-six different pupils attended the 
elementary school; two hundred were promoted, eleven 
were promoted conditionally, twelve were not promoted, 
nineteen transferred to other schools, and four dropped out 
of school. One hundred thirty-one different pupils attend- 
ed the high school; eighty-seven were promoted, twenty-one 
were promoted conditionally, nine were not promoted, four 
transferred to other schools, and ten dropped out of school. 

Repairs and improvements of the school property and 
equipment were made as follows: Replacement of a stove in 
the home-making laboratory with a new and larger. one, 
purchase of some new typewriters, tables and chairs for one 
classroom in the high school, and painting of the Whitcomb 
house, where the home-making classes are held. The metal 
sash at the high school should be painted and the roof re- 
paired. Some new equipment, as well as replacements in 
the home-making and agricultural classrooms. and shop 
could be purchased under a new law permitting reimburse- 
ment by the State of one-half the cost. There is need for 
such expenditures for these two buildings. 

It is possible that the Federal Government may make 
outright grants of money for school construction costs to 
the states. The State now offers thirty per cent of the cost 
of new construction for area high schools. Should this aid 
be increased to well over two-thirds the cost of building, 
this town as well as others in the region may have to make 
a decision for or against such a school. I recommend that 
the School Directors and others help either as leaders or fol- 
lowers in any investigation of the needs for and benefits of 
such a school. 

The Better Homes Club is continuing to sponsor the 
school lunch program for which it has purchased a dish 
washing machine. We thank this club and other organiza- 
tions and individuals for their gifts, and goodwill, and are 
grateful to the parents, teachers, and townspeople for their 
support.

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PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 


‘South Royalton High School opened in September with 
five changes in the teaching staff: Mrs. George Ainsworth, 
Jr., Home Economics; Mrs. Raymond Doyle, Social Studies; 
Mrs. Philip Manning, Commercial; Miss Donna Ellis, Chor- 
us, and Mr. Donald Joselyn, Agriculture. I feel that the 
school is very fortunate in being able to secure the services 
of teachers with successful teaching experience. 

The enrollment for the first semester was 131; net en- 
roliment for second semester is 122. There are 61 tuition 
students from the following towns: Tunbridge, 20; Sharon, 
Zo. otra ord bis ebarnard 2: 'Pomtrets 1) Brookfield, J; 
Bethel, 1; Orange, 1; Cambridgeport, 1. 

South Royalton High School has been accepted as a 
member of The New England Association of Colleges and 
Secondary Schools. This means that within ten years the 
High School will be required to have a complete evaluation 
made on every phase of its educational system. The evalu- 
ation will take at least a year and will require the help of 
many of the town’s citizens. The school will be evaluated 
by committees composed of: Faculty, School Board, Super- 
intendent, and Citizens. After this work has been done, a 
visiting committee will make their evaluation — giving its 
recommendations. 

The School Board has voted to grant “Certificates”’ to 
those students who have attended high school four years, 
but have not met the requirements for a diploma. Proposed 
State standards for approval of secondary schools for grad- 
uation are: 


(a)  Suecessful completion of 16 units in grades 9-12. 
In general, a unit represents 120 hours of class- 
room instruction plus out-of-class preparation. 
Subjects requiring little or no out-of-class prep- 
aration must have additional clock hours of in- 
struction for a unit of credit. 


(b) The 16 units shall include: 
(1) 4 units in English. 
(2) 1 unit in United States History. 


(3) 1 unit in each of the following areas: 
Mathematics, natural science, and social 
studies (in addition to United States His- 
tory).

At present, the minimum number of days the high 
schocl has to be in session is 175 — elementary 170. Ac- 
cording to the new proposed State standards for approval, 
180 days will be required for high schools. The “State Aid,” 
(the amcunt of money returned to a School District) is 
based on the average daily attendance. A student absent 
from school reduces the aid by lowering the average daily 
attendance. The Schcol Board has the authority to close 
school any day just as long as the required number of days 
(175) are met for the year. If a legal holiday falls on a 
Sunday, the following Monday is not considered a legal hol- 
iday. 

A splendid Christmas Concert was presented under the 
direction of Miss Donna Ellis and Mr. Richard Ellis. South 
Royalton, Bethel, Rochester, and Randolph are expected to 
join together for a Band Concert this spring. The State 
Music Teachers’ Association honored South Royaltcn by 
having their annual meeting at the high school. 

Daniel Robinson represented the local and State FFA 
at two National Conventions. Driver Training instruction 
has been given to 114 students over the past four years. 

On behalf of the faculty and students of S. R. H. S., I 
wish to thank those that secured magazine subscriptions 
through the school. The money earned has made it possible 
to secure with the help of the School Board: (1) Three- 
speed record player; (2) An adding machine; (38) ditto 
machine. Other equipment secured this year: (1) Set of 
French records; (2) Compton’s Encyclopedia; (3) Twenty 
new desks and chairs. Local citizens and organizations have 
contributed to the “Curtain Fund” and music account. 

This fall a Cross - Country team was organized and 
coached by Mr. Joselyn. The team participated in the 
State meet in addition to several other interscholastic meets. 
The boys’ basketball team, under the coaching of Mr. Mc- 
Crum, have shown (to date) that they have the ability and 
record for Tournament consideration. 

On behalf of the faculty and myself, I wish to express 
our appreciation to the parents and citizens of this and sur- 
rounding towns for your cooperation, loyalty, and interest 
in South Royalton High School.

REPORT OF 
STATE OF VERMONT DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH 
PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


_ | herewith submit a report of public health nursing 
services rendered to the citizens of Royalton by the Ver- 
mont Health Department during 1955. 

We in the Vermont Health Department will remember 
1955 as the year in which Salk vaccine for the prevention 
of Infantile Paralysis was first given. The administration 
of this program has taken much time and planning on the 
part of the staff of the Vermont Health Department, and 
also many hours of volunteer work on the part of local phy- 
Siclans, nurses, and lay people. Without the help of these 
local people it would have been impossible to carry on either 
the Salk vaccine program or many of the other phases of 
the public health nursing program, and we wish to say thank 
you for ourselves and for the children who have benefited. 

During the spring and summer first and second grade 
children whose parents requested it were given inoculations 
of Salk vaccine provided by the National Foundation for 
Infantile Paralysis. Thirty-nine Royalton children receiv- 
ed two doses of this vaccine. 

Salk vaccine is now being made available by the Ver- 
mont Health Department for children in other age groups. 
Clinics for the administration to Royalton children will 
probably be held as soon as a sufficient supply can be ob- 
tained. 

In addition to the above special program, we have at- 
tempted to carry on our regular public health nursing pro- 
gram insofar as possible. 

Six children under six years of age were given physical 
examinations and immunizations by Dr. L. H. Ballou at a 
medical conference arranged by local people. Other such 
conferences will be held if parents are interested. 

One hundred thirty-three visits were made to or on be- 
half of 70 persons. Thirty-nine other visits were made, 
most of which were to the schools to assist teachers with 
vision testing or with health problems among their pupils. 

The public health nurse for Royalton at the present 
time is Mrs. Queenie B. Temple, who may be reached by 
mail sent to Stockbridge.

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REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING DIVISION 
VERMONT DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH 
ROYALTON 


I herewith submit a report of PUBLIC HEALTH 
NURSING ACTIVITIES carried on in the town of Royal- 
ton by the Vermont Health Department during 1956. 

These activities fall into three categories: 


1. Clinics and Conferences; 4 were held in Royalton. 
2. Visits to Homes; 165 were made in Royalton. 
3. school Visits and Other Visits; 47 were made in 
Royalton. 
Clinics were of three types — Well Child Medical Con- 
ferences, Polio Immunization Clinics, and Chest X-ray 
Clinics. 


Well Child Medical Conferences offer an opportunity 
for physical examination and immunization against small- 
pox, diphtheria and tetanus. Whooping cough immuniza- 
ation is included for children under six. One of these con- 
ferences is to be held early in 1957 for children in the lower 
grades. We would be glad to plan one for children under 
six if there is a local group which wishes to assume the re- 
sponsibility for making arrangements, including the selec- 
tion of a physician. Children under six and those in the 
lower grades are chosen to attend these conferences so that 
physical defects can be found before they become serious, 
and so that immunizations can be completed before school 
age. Even though children receive their initial immuniza- 
tions from their family physician during their first year 
they do need boosters by school age. 

The Polio Vaccination Clinic Program was continued 
in 1956 so that now everyone from birth to age 19 has had 
an opportunity to receive Polio Vaccine. A large percent- 
age of children has received at least two doses of this vac- 
cine, either in clinics in Royalton or in their physician’s of- 
fice. Some younger children have had three doses. 
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Chest X-ray Clinics in Randolph and White River Junc- 
tion were attended by Royalton people who were referred 
by their physician because they have had tuberculosis, have 
symptoms suggestive of tuberculosis, or have been exposed 
Loni 

It has been noticeable during the past year that an in- 
creasing number of perplexing health problems have been 
referred to the Public Health Nurse by physicians, school 
personnel and parents. While it has not been possible to 
solve all of them, the nurse has tried to help, either from her 
own knowledge or by referring them to other divisions of 
the Health Department, or to other agencies such as the 
Vermont Association for the Crippled, the Vermont Asso- 
ciation for the Blind, and the Vermont Department of Social 
Welfare. We welcome these opportunities to be of service 
and hope that referrals will continue to be made.

To the Board of School Directors and Citizens of Royalton: 


This report is for the school year ending June 30, 1956, 


and is a part of the report of the Board of School Directors 
required by law. 


The village elementary school was maintained for 170 


meng 


days. Two hundred forty-one pupils were enrolled, three of 


whom were non-residents. The average daily attendance 
of resident pupils was 215.45. Tuition was paid for one 
elementary school pupil attending school out of town. The 
average cost per pupil for elementary schools was $210.98. 
One hundred twenty-six elementary school pupils were 
transported at an average annual cost of $67.70. 


The eight-teacher four-year senior high school was 
maintained for 175 days. There were one hundred thirty- 
two pupils, of whom 68 were residents of the town. The 
average daily attendance of resident high school pupils was 
50.02. The average cost per pupil in the high school was 
$304.08. The percentage of attendance for all pupils in the 
elementary school and in the high school was 94.25. 


Two hundred forty-one different pupils attended the 
elementary school; one hundred ninety-eight were promot- 
ed, twenty were promoted conditionally, thirteen were not 
promoted, seven transferred to other schools, and three 
dropped out of school. One hundred thirty-two different 
pupils attended the high school; ninety-six were promoted, 
eleven were promoted conditionally, eleven were not pro- 
moted, four transferred to other schools, and ten dropped 
out of school. 


The Better Homes Club is continuing to sponsor the 
school lunch program. We thank this club and other or- 
ganizations and individuals for their gifts and good will, 
and we are grateful to the parents, teachers, and towns- 
people for their support.

South Royalton High School opened September 4 with 
five new teachers on the faculty: Miss Rachel Morse, Home 
Economics; Miss Joan Richardson, Social Sciences; T. 
Wayne Clark, Agriculture; Albert J. Racicot, Physical Ed- 
ucation, and Mrs. Shirley Hawley, Chorus. There were one 
hundred thirty-five students enrolled; Ninth grade, fifty- 
three; tenth grade, thirty-two; eleventh grade, twenty- 
seven; twelfth grade, twenty-two; post graduate, one. Hight 
students are no longer attending S. R. H. S. — four moved 
out of the district, two married, one went to work, and one 
left because of sickness. 

There were fifty-nine tuition students: Sharon, twenty- 
seven; Tunbridge, twenty; Strafford, eight; East Bethel, 
one; Barnard, one; Brookfield, one; and Randolph, one.

This is the third consecutive year in which 
one or more members of South Royalton High School have 
been selected to represent the State at the National Conven- 
tion of Future Farmers of America. The school is proud of 
these students and of those that have made it possible for 
them to attend the convention. 

Mr. Richard Ellis, the Band Director, has purchased 
the following band equipment: Sousaphone and case; Bari- 
tone Horn and case; Cymbals; Bass Clarinet and case; Pic- 
colo and case; Bass Drum and case; Drum equipment; Di- 
rector’s stand, and lumber to build stage risers for concerts. 
This new equipment was made possible by a combination of 
the following contributions: (1) very generous gifts from 
two of our local citizens; (2) assistance from the School 
Board; (3) the high school music account. We are indeed 
fortunate to be so well equipped and wish to thank those 
making it possible. We would, also, like to thank the Town 


Band for the use of their band instruments that the high 
school has used for so many years. 
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Equipment for table tennis, floor tennis, and badmin- 
ton has been purchased out of the profits earned in the mag- 
azine subscription contest. The class of 1956 has presented 
to the high school a silk American flag and standard for use 
on the stage.
